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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action replies to the appeal brief in paper no. 14 filed on 5/25/2004. 

Acknowledgment 

1. The appeal brief in paper no. 14, filed on 5/25/2004, responding to the Office 
action in paper no. 12, mailed on 1/28/2004, has been entered. The present Office 
action is made with all previous amendments and the reply brief being fully considered. 
Accordingly, pending in this Office action are claims 1-10. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The application is allowable for the reasons set forth on page 16 of the 
appellant's brief. As argued therein, the claimed invention requires a step of forming a 
fourth insulating layer in the high-voltage region, the memory region, and the logic 
region. Fang, a closest reference, performs an oxidation step to form the fourth 
insulating layer across the surface of the device, which includes the high-voltage region, 
the memory region, and the logic region (see, e.g., col .7/11.1 0-1 4 and figs. 5h-5i). He, 
however, teaches that the fourth insulating layer does not grow appreciably on the 
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memory region (see, e.g., col .7/1 1. 19-24 and figs. 5h-5i). The examiner agreed and 
allowed the application.
